At a time whea ail the resources of the couniry are 
taxed to the utmost to provide the army ana navy 
with munitions of war, the-ineffective expenditure of 
ammunition, in addition to other evils, diminishes 
greatly the efficiency of fire, to which the artillery 
might attain ; the excessive .demand giving us in 
meny instances, imperfectly constructed and hastily 
inspected projectiles, instead of carefully manufae- 
saree and approved ammunition. 

: If.the expenditure of ammunition continues to be 

as extravagant as heretofore, it will: be impossible to 
keep the army supplied. .The attention of Chiefs of 
Ariifiery and of Battery Commanders is earnestly 
called to this subject, and to the importance of p-e- 
serving the ammunition, especially that in ordinary 
wagons, from being damaged by exposure.

The. fog began to disappear’ early in the fore- 
noon, affording an unobstructed view of our own 
and the rebel positions. 

It being evident that the first ridge of hills, in 
the rear.of the city, on which the enemy had their 
guns behind, posted. behind works, could not be 
carried, except by «a. charge of infantry, Gen. 
SumMNER “assigned that “duty to Gen, Paencna’s 
Division, which was eupported by Gen. Howanxp’s: 

The troops advanced to their works at ten min- 
utes before I2 o'clock at a brisk run; the enemy’s 
guns opening upon them a very rapid fire, 

When within musket rafige, at the base of the 
tidge, our troops were. met by a. terrible 
fire. from..the...rebel . infantry,. who. were 
posted behind a stone wall and some houses on 
the right of the line. 

This:checked the advance of our men, and they 
fell back to a smal# ravine, but not out of musket 
range. 

At this time. another body of troops moved to 
their essistance in. splendid style, .notwithstand- 
ing large gapa were. made in thelr ranks: by; tlie 
rebel artillery. 

When our troops arrived at the first line of the 
rebel defences, they. “ double quicked,” ‘and with 
“fixed bayonets” endeavored to. dislodge the 
rebels from_their hiding places. j 

The concentrated fire of the rebel artillery and 
infantry, which our men were forced to face, was 
too much for them,.and the centre gave way in 
disorder, but afterwards they were rallied and 
brought back. 

From that time the fire was spiritedly carried 
on, and never “ceased until after:dark. 

Gen. Frankuin, who commanded the attack on 
the left, met with better success. 

He succeded, after a hard day’s fight, in driving 
the rebels about one mile.
